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SB 1383

• The “Short-lived Climate Pollutant Reduction Act of 2016” 

requires CalRecycle to develop regulations to reduce 

organics in landfills as a methane source.

• Requires Jurisdictions such as the city of South Pasadena to have 

an enforceable mechanism in place by January 1st 2022, and begin 

enforcement by January 1st 2024. 

• CalRecycle has published a Model Ordinance for jurisdictions to 

adopt and implement to ensure compliance with SB1383, which is 

the basis for the current draft. 

• SB1383 aims to change the way organics are managed and works 

to reduce organic waste by mandating food donations, creating 

recycled product demand, and enforcing organics diversion from 

landfills.

• Requires Commercial Businesses to have containers follow city color 

conventions and labeled to show allowed materials in each container. 

• Requires commercial business to provide education to employees or 

tenants that describes requirements to keep Source Separated Green 

Container Organic Waste separate from Gray Container Waste.

• Allows the city to conduct contamination inspections.

• Allows the city to grant De Minimis waivers and Physical Space Waivers 

on a case-by-case basis and sets requirements for documentation and 

applying for waivers.

• Requires edible food generators to recover the maximum amount of

• Requires haulers who provide the Organic waste collection services to 

transport green container waste to a facility, operation, activity, or 

property that recovers Organic Waste as defined in 14 CCR, Division 7, 

Chapter 12, Article 2

• Requires hauler that collects Organic Waste to comply with education, 

equipment, signage, container labeling, container color, contamination 

monitoring, reporting, and other requirements contained within its 

franchise agreement, permit, license, or other agreement entered into 

with City.

• Requires facilities to reply promptly to city requests for information 

regarding capacity planning, facility operations, and activities.

• Procurement Requirements For City Departments, Direct Service

• Requires the City and its direct service providers to provide Recycled-

Content Paper Products and Recycled-Content Printing and Writing 

Paper when with-in a set percent of the cost of non-recycled options. 

• Requires vendors to provide a written statement  to the city stating the 

amount of Recycled-Content in the products sold.

• Requires the city to keep a record of purchases under these 

procurement policies.

• Inspections and Investigations by the City

• Sets requirement for entities regulated by this ordinance to comply with 

random or as needed inspections by the City or its designee. 

• Section 15

of this ordinance. 

• Sets forth penalty amounts, factors considered appeals process and list 

of violations.
